Fallacies Delayed the Work. 

“There seem to be three explanations: 
First, the continuance of the tradition that 
human mortality followed a nearly invari- 
able law. Second, the knowledge that hu- 
man life ig greatly extensible through pub- 
lic and private hygiene was possessed by 


' few, and third, it seemed too large a task. for 


any One company to prolong the life of the 
whole country 

A fall of the death rate promptly follows 
sanitation. Col. Gorgas cht the death 
rate in Havana intwo. The New York death 
rate responded at once to Col. Waring’s clean 
streets, and that of Rochester to Dr. Goler’s 
milk crusade. And now it is announced that 
the death rate of New York is 16.8 the low- 
est on record—a result, in all human proba- 
bility, due to the hygiehic work of Dr. Darl- 
ington, Nathan Straus, and the public agita- 
tion for health prosecuted by the New York 
papers, allied with the health work of the 
committee of 100, und the Tuberculosis asso- 
clation, | 

“ There is stin enormous room for improve- 

ment. A report which I have compiled for 
the conservation commission, based on data 
contributed from acknowledged American 
authorities, shows that human lite in Amer 
ica could, by the adoption of hygiene re- 
forms already known and entirely practica- 
ble, be lengthened by over one-third—that ie, 
over 15 years. 


Diseases That Are Preventable. 

* Tuberculosis is know to be preventable. 
In my tadie it is entered as 75 per cent pre- 
ventable; pneumonia ag 45 per cent pre 
ventable; typhold as 88 per cent; diphtheria, 
70 per cent. 

These conservative figures are among 
the highest allowed. Many diseases, such as 
cancer, are recorded in the table as zero per 
cent. preventable, although the best expert 
opinion would allow some degree of pre- 
ventability if prevention begins early enough 
in lite. 

On the basis of these ratios of prevent- 
ability, or, rather, postponibility of death. 
has been computed the possible extension of 
the average human life by saving lives now 
lost by preventable diseases. This calcula- 
tion is made on the assumption that those 
thus saved from death enjoy as their new 
lease of life only the expectation of life now 
belonging to their respective ages. This as- 
sumption is conservative, for it means that 
lives once saved shall receive no further ben- 
efits from improved mortality, but shall die 
off at the old rates of mortality. 

“Even on these safe premises of partia) 
postponability of deathe we find that about 
two years of the possible lengthening of 
human life would be due to the elimination 
of preventable tuberculosis, six-tenths of a 
year to the elimination of preventable ty- 
phoid, five-tenths to the elimination of pre- 
ventable diphtheria, nine-tenths to the elim- 
ination of preventable accidents. It is esti- 
mated that at least eight years could be 
added to human life by securing reasonably 
pure air, water, and milk, 


Money Used in Education. 

„ According to the plans I have in mind 
the money which the life insurance compa- 
nies would invest in life saving would not be 
in hospitals or sanatoria but in the educa- 
tion of the public, and especially their policy’ 
holders, in health matters, and the joining in 
every legitimate way to improve the public 
health offices and services in the municipali- 
ities, states, and the federal government. 

Just ae fife insurance companies endeav- 
or to secure in municipalities adequate fire 
protection, so life ingurance companies 
might properly endeavor to secure adequate 
municipal health protection, and they might 
likewise bring their influence to bear to 
gecure the passage of model health laws by 
our states in respect to slaughter houses. 
pure food, and other health reforms. It is 
agreed by all competent Judges that there is 
now a great and needless waste of human 
life, and it is obvious that the financial 
weight of this waste falle largely on the 
policy holders.”’ 

Dr. Fisher suggested the committee of 
one hundred on national health as an agency 
through which the edudation for hygienic 
reforms could be conducted. He is president 
of that organization, which is carrying on 
an extensive movement throughout the coun- 
try to improve living conditions. Dr. Fisher 
has been professor of . economy at 
Yale since 1808. ~~

Mrs. Pinder 
was in. one of the Solid old houses on the 
water front. After the earthquake she went 
to Palermo and assisted nurses in @ horpital 
to take care of sick and wounded refugees.

Assembly Passes Bill Forbidding 
Asiatics to Own Land. 


CALIFORNIA CALLS A HALT. 


Roosevelt's Message Causes Governor 
to Warn Legislature. 


Carson, Nev., Feb. 5.— The Nevada assem- 
bly this afternoon passed the Giffen anti- 
alien land bill which provides that no 
Astatics, including the. Japanese, shall own 
land or land mortgages in the state. 

The measure passed in the lower house of 
the legislature without opposition, but it is 
beileved the senate by amendments will prac- 
tically kill the purposes of the bill so far as 
it is aimed at the Japanese. Both the assem- 
bly and senate this afternoon adjourned 
until Monday. 


California Halts Bill. 

Sacramento, Cal., Feb. 5,—Speaker Philip 
A. Stanton took the floor today and secured, 
by a strong personal appeal, unanimous con- 
sent Of the assembly to postpone further ac- 
tion ongthe Japanese school segregation bill 
until next Wednesday. 

He declared he had information which he 
could not reveal that proved the eesembly 
was treading upon dangerous ground in pase- 
ing the anti-Japanese bill yesterday. 

At the conclusion of thée.speaker’s address 
Grove L. Johnson, author of the measure, 
asked that the matter of reconsideration of 
yesterday's vote be put over until Wednes- 
day, atid his motion carried without dissent. 

The governor sent a special message to the 
house, raising. the point of the bill's consti- 
tutionality, and this was the subject of a 
long debate, during which it was suggested 
by leaders on both sides. that the measure 
be referred to the committee on judiciary 
and submitted to the attorney general for 
un opinion as to ite legality. 


Gillett Asks for Delay. 

* Believing,” said the governor in his mes- 
sage, that there should be a further and 
more careful consideration of assembly bill 
No. 14, which provides that boards of schoo! 
trustees shall have the power to establish 
separate’ schools for children of Japanese 
and that thereafter they sHall not be admit- 
ted into any other public school, and further 
believing that the enactment of provisions 
of said bill will at this time affect the inter- 
este of the entire nation, and perhaps seri- 
ously, I most respectfully request you to 
consider the vote. by which the said bill was 
passed and take the matter up for further 
and most careful consideration. 

“Within a few hours after the passage of 
said bill the president of the United States, 
alarmed at the possible consequences of the 
enactment of such a law, sent to me a tele- 
gram containing the following language: 

Thie is the most offensive bill of all. 
and in my ju nt ie clearly unconsti- 
tutional, and we at once have to test it 
in the pourts, Can it not be stopped in the 

legislature or by veto?’ 


Hasty Action: Must Stop. 

A telegram 80 forcible as this coming 
from the president of the United States is 
entitled to full consideration and demands 
that no hasty or {ll considered action be taken 
by this state which may involve the whole 
country,

the order rendered nugatory. This suit was 
dismissed when the school board withdrew 
the offensive resolution. 

The governor declares that there is no 
present danger to the California schobls by 
reason of the attendance of Japanese pupils, 
so far as is known. 

Without expressing any opinion thereupon, 
the governor quotes the treaty guaracteeing 
to Japan the rights and privileges of the most 
favored nations. He points out that the 
ehildren of all European nations are granted 
the privilege of attending the public schools 
of California, and that a state law makes 
compulsory the attendance of all resident 
children, whether of aliens or citizens.

According to Gatter’s testimony, this was 
done and the check was returned, certified, to 
Wasserman. On the following day, Gatter 
claims, he was given a certified check for 
$27,000, which he was instructed to take to 
the Lilinols Trust and Savings bank and re- 
éeive in return bonds to a like value. 

The values were to be divided as follows: 
South Side Elevated railway bonds, 811.000; 
Chicago City railway bonds, $6,000; Illinois 
Central railroad bonds, $10,000. 

Then Gatter went on to testify that he gave 
$6,000 worth of bonds to Wasserman, and 
under instruction from the latter went to 
st. Louis, taking his wife and bonds to the 
value of $11,000 with him. 

A few days later he declared that he heard 
from his father-in-law, P. J. O Shea father 
‘of Victor Roland O'Shea, who was twice 
tried on the charge of wife murder, to the 
effect that trouble over the bonds was pend- 
ing and he, Gatter, immediately expressed 
the bonds to O'Shea, who in turn delivered 
them to the bank. 


Wasserman Accuses Employe.

OLSON ASKS HIGH GLASS MEN 
As JUDGES IN LOWER COURTS. 


He Says Foreigners Gain Their Ideas 
of Our Government from the Tribu- 
nals They See.

Buffalo, N. T., Feb. 6.—[Special.J—“ Put 
in the courts of the first instance able, high 
minded judiciary. They are the courts of last 
resort for thousands of our citizens and their 
rights should be xceniy appreciated and con- 
served.” 

Thus spoke Judge Harry Olson of Chicago's 
municipal court before the legislative com- 
mission which sat here today investigating 
the courts of lower jurisdiction. Descri 
the system now in force in Chicago, where all 
the lower courts are combined in.one with 
criminal and civil power and with big enough 
salaries to attract high class men to the 
bench, Judge Olson declared the respect for 
the law of the country on the part of new- 
comers from foreign lands depends upon the 
justice with which they are treated in the 
court; with which they come in contact, the 
courts of minor jurisdiction. 

“The Maxwell street court in Chicago,” 
he said, “is in a district containing 300.000 
persons of foreign nationalities. These peo- 
ple form their opinion of the whole fabric 
of our government from what they hear and 
see at first hand. It is important that when 
they are brought into contact with the law 
that their cases should receive equitable 
consideration fram able, humane, and hig! 
minded judges. This applies not only to Chi- 
cago but to every city in the country.”

Open Churches and the Schools. 

One of the speakers suggested remedies for 
our present evils that attracted animated 
attention. She is Mrs. W. I. Thomas, wife 
of the professor in the University of Chicago. 
She is herself superintendént of the Juve- 
nile Protective league, and her ‘plans for 
protecting the juveniles’ are netther viston- 
ary nor indefinitely conceived. 

Tear up the carpets from the church 
floors,“ said Mrs. Thomas, anc then in- 
vite the young people into those church par- 
lors to dance, to tryst, and to hold their 
clubs. Then they. will not go to places that 
are not respectable. 

“If we could realize in the schools that 
somebody had rights besides the janitor we 
should also be a long way toward doing 
away with delinquent children. 

The schools are abstract in their teach- 
ings and. the churches are not humanized. 
The systems in both are traditions: and ab- 
stract instead of modern and practical. 

ere is a ‘conspicuous waste.’ The in- 
dustrial system is s0 finished that every 
scrap of every herb and drop of oli is made 
over into products and by- products. But 
economy is not practised in human lives. 
What goes to the rubbish heaps in the fac- 
tories are the fingers, the broken spines, the 
sunken chesta, and the eyes. The first 
thing we need to do is to care for the human 
products and by-products. If we improved 
our industrial and educational systems such 

a thing as a delinquent child would not be.

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OM TRAINS 2,000,004 MILES 


Conductor Is Highly Commended 
for His Record of 47 Years. 


DEAD AT THE AGE OF 82. 
First Illinois Central Runs Made by 
William Thayer. 


More Ahan 2,000,000 miles traveled in forty- 
seven years in performance of his duty asa 
passenger conductor on the Illinois Central 
railroad; ie the remarkable record of William 
Thayer, wid died from heart failure on 
Thursday at his residence in Hinsdale. His 
funeral is to take place this afternoon at the 
Oak Forest cemetery. 

This long period of service was passed on 
the run between Chicago and Dubuque, a dis- 
tance of 180 miles, over which Mr. Thayer 
made about 240 trips a year from 1858 to 
1900. He retired eight years ago at the age of 
74 years. 


In Charge of First Trains.

THE LUMBER DUTIES. 

Representative Perkins of New York 
said the other day that “any process of 
law by which we get the wooded product 
of a single acre of land from any other 
land, and save the wood that stands 
upon an acre of our own land, would be 
a wise thing if it had no other explana- 
tion behind it.” There is a process of 
law” by which that can be brought 
about to the great gratification of all 
who really favor the conservation of the 
natural.resources of the country of which 
its surviving forests are a part. It is 
the repeal or the- lowering of the duties 
on lumber. 

The men who are busied in the destruc- 
tion of the American forests have asked 
the committee on wayse and means not 
to do this. The people look to the com- 
mittee to consider the greatest good of 
the greatest number. When it comes to 
a count of heads. the owners of standing 
timber are an inconsiderable minority. 
The millions of users of the plainer kinds 


ot furniture and of woodenware of all 


‘kinds would be benefited by cheaper lum- 
ber. They would buy more freely than 
they do now, and hundreds of thousands 
of men employed in the factories where 
those articles are made would have more 
work and wages. It would cost less to 
build a frame house as well as to get the 
furniture tor it. 

Tue better part of the available timber 
land of the United States is owned by a 
few* large. corporations or private indi- 
viduals. Their holdings have appreciated 
greatly in- value since their purehase and 
would remain a profitable investment 
with lumber on the free list. They would 
have no just cause for complaint if the 
duty were repealed. The millions of 
plain people who have to pay too much 
for bedsteads, chairs, rakes, hoes, and 
scores of other articles into whose manu- 
facture wood enters would be grateful. 

LEGISLATION ON LEGAL FICTIONS. 

Despite its disputatious and quarrel- 
some beginning it is to be hoped the pres- 
ent assembly will accomplish some de- 
sirable legislation before it adjourns sine 
die. In the list of bills introduced there 
are several good ones, and it is to’ be 
noted that social reforms are conspicuous 
among them. 

Llinois needs progressive legislation 
along these lines. Her judge made law 
has been ultraconservative and her courts 
exceptionally unresponsive to changes in 
economic and social conditions and the 
accompanying progress in public feeling 
and opinion. 

There is need, for example, for a stat- 
ute correcting our preposterous fellow 
servant? doctrine, a reform long ago ac- 
“) cepted in Dugland and admittedly just. 
Whatever of justice and sound policy 
there was in the common law rule, they 
have utterly disappeared with the modern 
organization of industry. It is a mock- 
ery to apply the fellow servant doctrine 
as it has been applied in America by an 
automatic judgment which igneres the 
facts. To refuse ‘recovery to a careful 
and efficient engineer who has been

Henry Kellett, who lately has been elected 
member of the boréugh cauncil of Kew, in 
the Australian colony of Victoria, is in reality 
(a baronet, the fourth. at his lune, but in ac- 
cordance with, the custom of the antipodes. 
‘dispenses with e use of the handle to his 
name as superfluous. He is, as far as his 
money is cOncerned, a self-made man. For 
his parents died at Melbourne, in the direst 
poverty, leaving him asa mere boy to support 
a younger brother and sister. This he did 
by earning money in selling newspapers in 
the outskirts of Melbourne. 

In course of time he developed his business 
into a news agency, and had trained a large 
pet dog so that the intelligent brute, har- 
nessed overnight to cart, would on waking 
at daylight. trot to a station two miles dis- 
tant, where the morning newspapers for 
Kellett would be placed in the vehicle, on 
which the dog would make his way home With 
the day’s supplies, in good time for delivery. 
Today the business has grown into a large 
sized shop, and the dog-drawn home made 
cart has given way to several well horsed 
wagons. But Lady Kellett is on duty behind 
the counter, assisted by her daughters, while 
although Sir Henry has become one of the 
prominent citizens, of the prosperous little 
town of Kew, which. is not far distant from 
Melbourne, he still tends shop. 

If I call attention to this it is because about 
tour years ago this baronétos was the sub- 
ject of an imposture which attracted a good 
deal of notice at the time. In 1904 popular 
sympathy was aroused. in behalf of a 801 
disant Sir William Kellett, who was a pau- 
per inmate of the St. Joseph's Catholic home 
at Plymouth, in England, his poverty being 
due, it was said, to the fact that his father 
had been ruined by revefses and that he 
himself was more or less crippled by paral- 

ysis. The case excited.the sympathy of a 
Miss Julia Jermy, who had a small inde- 
péndent income of her own, and who was 
anxious to become Lady Kellett. She offered. 
in fact, to provide for him for life, in return 
for his name and title. ‘The banns were pub- 
lished. But when she saw the physical wreck 
to which she was about to ally herself, — 
broke off the maten, heing unwilling at any 
ge 
with such a pitiable’ object. A few months 
later he died in the St. Joseph * home.

It was not until the following year that 
the dénouement came. It turned out that 
the man was a rank impostor, who had suc- 
ceeded in beguiling even the compilers of 
„ Burke's, Debrett's, and other standard 
works dealing with the baronetage. The fact 
was brought to light that the real Sir Will- 
jam Kellett had died in Australia in 1883. 
having spent the previous forty years of his 
life in the antipodes, without ever going to 
England. He was buried in the Baroondara 
cemetery at. Kew, in Victoria, on April 13, 
1883, leaving but one child; a daughter ofthe 
name of Theresa, by a marriage contracted in 
St. James’ cathedral at Melbourne, on May 
15, 1851. He was succeeded in the baronetcy 
by @ younger brother, Sir Henry Kellett, who 
died in 1901, and who in turn was succeeded 
in the baronetcy by his nephew and name- 
sake, the present Sir Henry de Castres Kel- 
lett, who is a man of about 60 years ot age. 

The proofs of the death of Sir William 
Kellett in April, 1883, and of his brother, Sir 
Henry, in 1901, were established in connec- 
age with certain legal proceedings, not mere- 

in the courts of the colony of Victoria, 

2 also in the chancery division of the High 
Court of Justice of Ireland, on June 24 1902. 
to the satisfaction of the master of the rolls 
of Ireland. Tet, in spite of this, no notice 

was taken of these procéedings by Burke's’

In rare 
cases agents are sent out, and most of these 
are not conversant with the foreign language 
required, and are usually teo much pressed 
for time, and consequently do not study 
foreign conditions as carefully as they 
should. “They labor under the mistaken idea 
that it is their: mission to educate the whole 
world te adopt the English language and 
American. cus „ patterns, etc. . 

The German, English, and French agent 
does the reverse. He is, as a general rule, a 
linguist.. He adapts himself to the conditions 
he finds where he wants to sell: he is in no 
hurry, but, in a methodical manner, goes 
to work and carefully studies every detalj, } 
and does not depart until he is satisfied that

St. Charles Farmer Describes a Con- 
dition in Which He Saw Three City 
Children Living. 


H. H. Warren, a dairyman at Wasco. near | 


St. Charles, III., has written and sent to 
THE THYBUN® a letter in which he sets forth 
his and other conséfentious dairymen’ 8 atti- 
tude towarg the city's ‘effort to secure pure 
milk, incidentally commenting on other sani- 
tary conditions that he personally has ob- 
served in the city. He says: 

“The dairymen want to supply Chicago 
with pure milk of good. quality. Their cows 
are largely of breeds which have been bred 
for centuries in Europe for large yields and 
high quality of milk. and when the city 
‘consumer and board of health insist that the 
milk shall be from healthy cows and handled 
by healthy persons, neat in their habits: 
that it shall be properly cared for, and de- 
livered at the station in good condition, we 
ate in full accord with t es ene 

A dairyman canndt afford to keep a c 
not perfectly heath If he had no princi- 
ple in the matter he could not afford to. 
They would not pay their keeping. 

Then, a dairymanh’s cows are his pride. 
Many of them he raised. At one time, with 
my dairy of fifty cows, I had raised all but 
one, and they would walk up to me when 
passing to be petted I love them. They are 
of far, more value to me than their market 
value. Now what grounds are there for 
the claim or suspicion that the milk fur- 
nished Chicago is a bearer of disease germs 
and causes the death of thousands of in- 
fants? Probably nowhere is more milk used 
than in dairymen’s families. Their children 
eat bread and milk drink milk and grow 
strong and rugged. In city: homes: under 
sahitary conditions, Rne Same results are 
reached, except as more out ot door éxercise 
and exposure to sun And air give the coun- 
try child an advantage.
